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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1,2 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as obvious over Rugowski et al (5,591 ,309 or 
5,593,545). 

Rugowski et al teaches the advantage of forming a tissue web on a paper 
machine, drying, calendering between two rolls (22 and 26) and reeling without any 
open draws, see Figure 5. Thus, Rugowski et al anticipates or obviously shows the 
claimed invention. 

2. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Rugowski 
et al (5,591 ,309 or 5,593,545) in view of Linkletter (4,087,31 9). 

Linkletter teaches that it is advantageous to emboss the tissue web as the tissue 
web is transferred to the reel drum without open draw. Thus it would have been 
obvious to employ an embossing roll instead of the calender roll in Rugowski et al. 

3. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Rugowski 
et al (5,591 ,309 or 5,593,545) taken in view of Krzysik et al (5,601 ,871 ). 

Krzysik et al teaches that it is advantageous to print a treatment composition on 
the tissue paper prior to reeling. Thus, it would have been obvious to print a treatment 
composition onto the tissue web in Rugowski et al prior to reeling the tissue web. 

4. Claims 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Rugowski et al (5,591 ,309 or 5,593,545) in view of Wendt et al (5,672,248). 

Wendt et al teaches that it is conventional practice to use a steel roil and rubber 
faced roll as calender roll pair. Thus it would have been obvious to employ such a

calender roil pair in Rugowski et al. In regard to claims 7 and 8, Wendt teaches that it is 
standard practice in the art to use either a fixed gap or loaded roll when calendaring 
uncreped through dried tissue paper and thus it would have represented obvious 
operation of the calender in Rugowski et al. 

5. Claims 9-17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 9 and 14 should be rewritten as independent claims; claims 10-13 are 
dependent or ultimately dependent from claim 9 and claims 1 5-1 7 are dependent from 
claim 14. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
arrangement of the papermaking fabrics and calender rolls are not shown or suggested 
by the prior art.
